N the firft day of O@ober, 1769, Ma- 

dame Godin departed trom Kiobamba, 
ihe place of her refidence, for Laguna, on 
her way to France, accompanied by her bro- 
thers, Sieur R ,a phylician, and his ter. 
vans, her faithful negro, and three female 
Indian dometlics, together with au eicort of 
thirty-one Indians, to carry herteit and her 
baggage, the road being impaffable, even 
for mules. ‘She Indians which Masa ne Goe 
din had engaged, and who were. paid as uiue 
|, in advance, were icarcely arrived at Con- 
cos, when they ran away ; perhaps afiaid 
of the unbealthinels of the sir 5.1 may be, ap 
prehentive of being made to go on fhipbuard, 
3 terrific circumitance to them, who had ue- 
vereven feen a canoe but at a_ diitance, 
« Bat itis not neceffary,’’ fays M. Godia 
to his friend M. de 14 Coudamine, “ to feck 
fach good reafous, for their defertion ; you 
know, fir, often they have abandoned us up. 
en the mountains duriag our operations. 
what was Madame Godin todo iy fucha fitwa- 
tion? Although it were poffibie to have re- 
wrned by the fame route, her eager. defire 
of reaching the veflel prepared for lier by 
two fovereigns, and of once more beholding 
a beloved hufband, from whom the had 
been feparated twenty years, devermined to 
proceed, and to brave every danger to which 
the might be expofed, and to endeavour to 
furmount every obftacle that might retard her 


progrels. 


There remained only two Indians in the 
village who hast efcaped the fmall pox, which 
had lately raged there. They had no canoe; 
bat they offered to conflruct one, and to 
condu@ her to the million of Andoas, about 





twelve days journey lower on the river Bo-, 


nonafa ; a diitance, one may fuppofe of a- 
beut one hundred and fifty leagues. They 
paid them in advance. The canoe being fi- 
nithed, they all departed in it from Cancios. 
Having failed wo days, they flopped to pals 
the night afhore. Next morning the two 
lndians difappeared. ‘Ihe unfortunate com. 
pany re-embarked without a guide, and the 
the firft day 2fforded no accident. The. fol- 
lowing day about twelve o’clock, they ditco- 
vered a canoe lying in a little port; anda 
hat (carbet) in which they found a conveale. 
fcent Indian, who confented to go with thein 
aiid fleer the canoe. ‘Ihe third day in en- 
deavoring to recocer Sieur R——’s hat 
which had fallen into the river, the Indian 
himfelf fell in, and, being too weak to gain 
the canoe, was drowged. Thos the canoe 


became again Pilotlefs,and had only thofe who 


were totally unacquainted with every nece!- 


eed 
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fary manevre lefe to guide it: befides, it 
foon began to Jeak, which obliged them to 
land, aud build an hut for a temporary refi- 
dance.» They were then but five or fix days 
journey from Andoas, Sieur R offered 
to gothither, and fet out with his fervant 
and Madame Godin's faithful negro, who 
ithe confented fhould attend him to alfilt in 
taking care of his effeéts, which he wiley 
refolved not to leave behind him, Madame 
Godin's brothers were fo diimayed by ane ¢f- 
alter which had jult happened, that fac «ould 
not prevail on them to accompany Sieur 
R--—— in the canoe to Apdoas) Sicur R——, 
on Insdepartare, aflured Madame Godin and 
ber brothers, that in lefs than in fifteen days 
they thould ave a canve and Indians, Tweo- 
ty five tedious days did they vainly wait in 
expedciation of the accomplifhment of bis, 
promife ; but lofibg all hope trom that quar- 
ter, they made a raft upon which they pla- 
ced all their provifions and effe@s, and pro- 
ceeded flowly aleng the river. The ratt, 
which was ill conttru@ed, {track againtt a tree 
that lay concealed in the river, aod was o- 
verlet : every foul and every thing were im- 
merited, Happily, however, no one perith- 
ed; ** thanks tothe narrownefs of the river 
in that place,” fays M. Gedin. Madane 
Godin funk tWice and was with difficulty 
faved by herbrotlier. Reduced toa ficuation 
yet more dreadful than the firit, they all re- 
fulved to purfue the banks of the river on 
foor. What an enterprize! ‘* You know, 
tir,’ continued M. Godin to his friend, ** that 
the borders of this river are covered witha 
wood rendered impervious to the rays of the 
fua by the herbs, brambles, aud thrubs, that 
creep up the trunks and blend with rhe 
branches of the trees; in palling through 
which, much time is employed in opening a 
paflage by weans of a bill hook,” 


They returned to their hut, took. all the 
provifions that remained there, and bepan 
their melancholy journey. Obferving, chat 
in following the courie ot the river, its meau- 
derings contidesab'y lengthened their rout, 
they encered iato “he wood to avoid them, 
and in a few days after loft their way, 
Though  dettitute of Yarovilions, opprefled 
with thirft, and their fees forely wounded 
with berries and thorns, rkey continued to 


puth forward through ring wilds 








and gloomy foretts, drawing refrefhment 
from the berries, aiid wild fraus Which they 

now and then collegted as they nes along. 

At length, exbaufted by hunger, rfirlt, and 
extreme fatigue, their ftrength fail@d them 
—down they tank, helpiefsand ferlor&\ Thos 
they impatiently waited to be *relieded by 
death, who delayed not long/—In three or 
four days they all fucceflively expired, ex. 
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cept Madame Godin, who contioved ftretch- 
ed betide her brothers and the other corfes 
48 hours, deprived of the ufe of all her fa. 
culties, and itll tormented with ardent thir. 
Ac lait, Providence, who had relolved to 
preterve her life, gave her ftrength and 
courage to rife and po feck the falvation 
wiich awaited her. She was now without 
Hockinys, barefooted and almoft naked ; 
two cloaks and her fhift, which had been 
torninto rags by the briars, fufficed not to 
cover ber. Having cut off the fules of her 
brother's thoes, the faltewed them to her feet, 
and jook her jionely away In abour nine 
Gays, accoroing to the:r calculaion, le are 
rived on the borders of Babonala It is pro- 
babie, (as M. Godin remarks) that the te. 
 oUsdnuwe appeared longer so her than it re. 
aly was. * For,” continues he, * is it not 
incredivie, that a woman naturally delicate, 
und who had been tenderly reared, could, 
reduced to fuch extremities, live even four 
days? Yetthe bas affured Ege that fhe was 
ten days alone in the wootls,” 


‘4 he recolieQion of the fad feene to which 
fhe had forecently been a witnefs, the hor- 
rors of folitude and darknefs, in a defert ins 
felted with ferpents aad numberlefs ferocious 
animals, the fear of death ever prefent to her 
mind, a fear which was increaling every in. 
ftaut, made fuch animpreflion on her imagi- 
vation, that her hair became white. The 
fecond day of her fad journey, in which fhe 
could not have proceeded far, the found wa. 
ter; andthe following day fome wild fruit 
and green eges, fuppoled by M. Godia to 
be the eggs of patridge. So much was her 
witie. pipe contracted by the privation of mu. 
triment, that {he could hardly {wallow a fufs 
ficiency of the futtenace which chance pre. 
fented to her, as would jupport her emaciat. 
ed frame. 

Tbe ninth day of her journey had juft be. 
gan todawn, when the reached the borders 
ef Babonala, Atthe initant of her arrival, 
fhe heard a nvife at the diltance of about two 
huudred paces. A fudden emotion of dread 
made her at firft retire into the adjoining 
wood ; but reflecting that nothing worle thau 
her prefent ftate could befaH her, ard that 
coniequently the had nothing co fear, fhe ap- 
proached the thore, and oblerved two Indi- 
ans pufhing a canoe uito the river, It is ufu- 
al with thofe people, when they po afhore 
for the wight, to drag their canoe, or part of 
it, on land, lett, while they fleep, it thould 
break from its moorings and be driven with 

the corrent. . The Indians, as foon as they 

eceived Madame Godin, hafleved to her. 

hefe' Indians, who had lung fince fled’ trom 
Coclds with their wives, to eféape the conta- 
gion of the fmall pox, already mentioned te 























































bave raged there, had jot left a little hot which 
they had fome diflance, in order to go to Andoas. 
‘Tbey hearc Madame Godin’s requeft beoignly, 


took her onder their care, and conduéted her to | 


that village. Here fhe intended at firlt to have 
flaid for fome time to reft from her fatigues; but 
fo mucb was the incenfed at the bafe condudt of the 
refident miffienary, that fhe would not have re- 
mained there, could fhe have acted agreeably to 
her withes. 

There happened abcut this time a great revola- 
tion in the mifiuns of Spanith America dependant 
on Lima, Quito, Charscas, and Paraguay,, which 
had been reclaimed and founded by the Jefuits 
two centuries ago. An order from Madrid had 
expelled them from their co'leges and miffions : 
They had alfo been arrefled, put on fhip-broad, 
and jent to the dominions of the pope. ‘This e- 
vent, however, had not occafioned more confu- 
fion then the chaining of the vicar of the village. 
The Jetuns were fucceeded by feculiar prieits. 
O: that order was the man who filed the office of 
miffionary ac Adoas. ‘* And of shom,’’ fays M, 
Godin, * | endeavored to forget even the name.”’ 
Midame Godin, bereaved of almoit every thing, 
kocw not how to evince her gratitude to the two 
Indians who had faved her lite ; till happening to 
recolleét that fhe had on two golden necklaces 
(according tothe ulage of ter country) fhe pre. 
fented one to each Indian. ‘Their joy was excf- 
five. But the miffionary feized op the necklaces 
in her pretence, and repleced them with <hree or 
four ¢Ms ot acoarfe cloth made of cotton, which 
is fabricated in the country called Tuowyo. Ma- 
dame Godin was fo enraged at this piece of info- 
lence and inhumanity, that fheinilantly demanded 
a canoe next day for Launa, An indian woman 


of Andoas made her a cotton petticoat, ‘* to pay 
fur which,” 8. Godin fays, ‘* the fent meflen- 


gers as toon as fhe arrived at Laguna. This pet- 
ticoat, as well asthe foles of her brother’s thoes, 
of which the made fandals, the fill preferves— 
fad memento’s! not lels dear to me than they 
were to her.” 

Madame Godin furvived feveral years the 
harcthips and difafters related in the foregoing 
narration. Her hefband’s letter to M. de Con- 
damine, she foure of all my information on this 
aff-dting tubject, was written four years after her 
return to his arms, and while the was ilill living.

[INDIAN NEWS } 
HE Albany Gazette of Sept. 18, gives the 
following : Oo Munday laft arrived in this 
city from Michelemakanoch, via Detroit and Ni- 
agara, James Niel, an inhabitant of Bearditown, 
Neilfon county, Kentucky ; and one of the pack- 
horfemen employed by the contractors to General 
Wayne’s army : He fays he was taken by the In- 
dians at the attack on Fort Recovery ; tripped of 
his cloathing and carried a journey of three weeks 
welt, inte the interior parts of their country ; 
that during thé march he was twice tied op to 
be burnt, bat that fome cafualty happened each 
time which prevented it. On his arrival at Mi- 
chelemakanoch he was ranfomed by Capt Boyle, 
commanding at that poft : from whom be obtained 
a patsto Detroit, where he obtained another pals, 
to Niagara from Col. England: at Niagara gov. 
Simcoe renewed his pafs, and gave him jiberty to 
return home, and eleven dollars to bare his ex- 
pences. He confirms the account in our paper of 
Thurfday laft, of the defeat of the Indians at the 
Miami, aad fays feveral white peopie were with 
the Indians, as be faw feveral of them brought 
into Detroit, while he was there. He alfo fays, 
Simon Girty, and a fon of Col. Magee, who 
lives at the Rapids of the Miami, commanded 
the Indians: that Girty publickly declared, that 
he took off Captain Gibfon’s fca!p. 
From Whitefowa, Sept 3. 

The following interefling intelligence was commu- 

nicated to the Editor ina letter from a gentleman 

of the firft re/peAability, dated Bath, Ontorio 

County, Auguft 1916, 1794. 

= Yeherday arrived here two gentleman of 
charaéter from Upper Canada; before they left 
that Province, two runners had come in from the 
Miamia, informing, that on General Wayne's 
approaching within 40 miles of the poft lately ta- 
ken by the Britifh, all the cavalry were detatch- 
ed, itis fuppofed ander the command of General 
Scott; that on approachiing the fort, he fum- 
moned the garrifon to furrender and evacuate the 
seritories of the Unired States; the anfwer was, 
that he would defend it to the laft. A fecond 
fummons was fent, and that if the fort was noc 
inftantly evacuated, they would attack jt fword in 
band, and put every man to death. On the near 
approach of the American troops, the Britith 
marched out, and were ordered to ground their 
arms, which they dic. Out of homanity, the 
American commanding officer, delivered to them 
one day’s provifions. and dimiffed them with this 
injunftion, never to let him catch them again 
within the territory of the United states. 
' The arms, ammunition and provifion were 











| fent to Gen, Wayne and the poft deftroyed.”” 


*« Thefame gentlemen fay, that it was current- 
ly reported at Niagara, that in confequence of 
this, amd the Indians having loft the day in two 
different tkirmifhes, one at Fort Recovery, in 
which fifty were killed, and feventy in an attack 
on the horfe, while on their march on the above 
expedition, they had fent a hatchet and ftring of 
wampun to Simcoe, faying thatthe hatchet was 
too blunt. 

«« They farther fay, that before they left Nia- 
gara, two companies, ove of che Grenadiers, 
the other light infantry, and four pirces of heavy 
artillery men, had marched to Fort Erie, fuppot- 
edon their way to re-eftablith the Fort on the Ra- 
pids of the Miami. 

** Ic is further extraordinary, that the univer- 
fal mark of diftin€tion given te General Wayoe 
ef late, among the Britith, is the Rebel General 
—te fach confamate impudence has the coadedt of 
that nation arrived.”

IMPORTANT INTELEIGENCE. 
The following is an extra@ of a lewer writen by 

a genticman of the ftricleR veracity in New- 

York, to a perfon of reipectability in this city. 

«« By accounts through the Englith garrifons 
on the Lakes, we are informed, that General 
Wayne defeated the Indians on the 20 of Augalt, 
with uncommon flaughter. The fcene of etxion 
is faid to have been wpon the Miami, and the In- 
dians, fay thele accounts, left 300 on the field. 

** It is‘added, that the Britith poft at the Ra- 
pids of the Miami had been abandoned, and an- 
other pofition taken. 

** This new pofition, which is commanded by 
Major Campbell, with three companies, | un- 
deritand is higher up the Miami, and in the 
neighbourhhod of the field of Waync’s vidtory. 
It feems that immediately after the action, Wayne 
fummoned Campbell to evacuate his poit, which 
was refufed. Gen. Wayne foon after difappear- 
ed—This circum2ance is attributed to his being 
in want of provifions.® From am apprehenfon 
that his army is going againit Detroit, that pott 
has been firengihened by a confiderable beady of 
militiaat leat this cauie is afigoed for am avg- 
mentation of the garrifon of Detroit. 

** Several Britith tubjects (faid to be Canadi- 
ans) were left wounded among the Indians, and 
my information lates, that Wayne hang two of 
them.” —_--- 

* Weare affured, that General Wayne, had 
previoufly to bis march, adopted the mot effedt- 
ual means of fecuring fupplics of provifions 5 fo 
that his intention, when he fuddenly dilappeared, 
after the fummons to Campbell, was probably to 
make an attack upon another quarter, 

Tne General’s difpacches are hourly expefied. 
Extrad of a letter from Lancafler, dated Septem- 
ber 45. 

** A party of Indians were feen within 30 or 40 
miles from Huntington, very lately, and the peo- 
ple of that fettlement are flying into Frankftown 
and others fortifyiog.”” : 

Extra& of a lester from Pitthurgh, dated Sep- 
tember 12. 

** The prefent diilurbances in this county have 
a good deal fubiided, but are yet far from having 
loit their original {pirit, Yeiterday the people of 
the differeat counties were to mect in dillridls and 
townfhips, to figa the fubmiffion to the laws—at 
this diftri€t it Was conducted and ended with great 
moderation: the people almoft all figned the fub- 
miffion ; but in the other diftrids of this county, 
1 am afraid, it has not terminated fo favourable. 
In one diitri&, the two parties, one for peace, 
the other for war, feparated, when the war party 
appeared the moft numerous, and the peace party 
were intimidated from finging. Almoift all the 
leaders in exciting the prefent diflurbances are 
now for peace and a fubmiffion to the laws, but 
they have no longer influence when they become 
peaceable citizens, which eftablifhes a melancho- 
ly trath, that men can raife an infurrection when 
they cannot condua it,”’ 

We are authorized to fay, that it has been a- 
greed between Mr. Jay and lord Grenville, that 
during the prefent negociation and anti) the con- 
clafion of it, all things thall remain and be pre- 
ferved in flata quo; that therefore both parties 
thall continue to hold their poflefions and that all 
hoftile encroachments on either fide thal] be done 
away; that all boftile meafures (if any fuch thould 
have taken place) thall ceafe ; and that, in cafe 
it fhould uofortuaately have happened, that pri- 
foners or property fhould have been taken, the 
prifoners dhall be releaied and the property reftor - 
ed; and that both governments thall immediate- 
ly give orders and inftructions accordingly, Ar- 





rangements have been accordingly taken oa both 
fides. 

With refpe& to the negociation at large, we 
can only obierve, that we are informed through 
the means of a gentleman, lately ta London, 1a 
whole opportunities of intelligence we have con- 
fidence, that when Mr. Jay entered into explana. 
tions with lord Grenville, there was no reafon to 
be fatisfied or to confider appearance as being un- 
favourable, and that no delays, or arts to pro- 
craltinate bad been practiled: that confiderable

fome delay, as the concurrence and councils ef 
the new mioiflers would be neceflary to the ftabi- 
lity of any fyitem relative w the United States 
that they may be in contemplation: that the in- 
formant would not pretend to predi€ or conjec- 
ture what that fyftem may be; and that things 
appeared to be fo circumitanced, as that neither 
a hoitile nor a pacific fyitem wold furprife him,
